Prof. Bevan reported that the Faculty of the University of West 
Virginia and the trustees were in disagreement concerning the custom 
of issuing an honorary M.D. degree after the graduation of students 
in the affiliated institution of the College of Physicians & Surgeons. 
They are applying to be reinstated in the Association of American 
Medical Colleges to teach first and second year medicine. Prof, Bevan 
was appointed a délegate to attend the next meeting of this Associa- 
tion to assist the authorities of the University of West Virginia in 
this matter.

this seheme impracticable for the following reasons:— 


1. The studies of the first year take up the time of the student 
so completely as to leave no room for additional work. 

®, The new rule of the Association of American Medieal Colleges 
forbids accepting conditioned students,and the students, ‘hore 
fore, who is not fully up to the requirements of matriculation 
would have no advantage. 

The committee in seeking a solution desires to present the following 
quggestions:- 

1. <A preparatory course for those who do not come up to the ma-= 
triculation requirements could be arranged by the Faculty 
to be held in the college building during the months of July, 
August and September... Similar courses are at present gven 
by Mr. Deichman and are desatibed in his eatalogue. See page 16 

2. <A sub-freshman year will be arranged for by another loeal medi- 
cal college, the course to embrace mathematics, Latin, ehemis- 
try, physics and biology. Such a course under ourown super= 
vision has the advantage, not only of preparing the student 5 
put attaehes him to the sehool and trains him for the earnest 
study of the medical course for whieh, from our own experience 
we find that many are unprepared.
